The children listened 
intently as Thomas Edison 
described how after 8,999 trys 
he had finally found a light 
bulb that worked. 

“After 45 hours, we decided 
to turn it off because we knew 
we had discovered the right 
combination,” the white-haired 
inventor said. 

No, this was not the 1870s, 
but more than a hundred years 
later. 

And those eager students 
were not sitting in a one-room 
schoolhouse, but the cafeteria 
of Baldy View School in 
Upland. 

Finally, the portly old 
gentleman on the stage was 
really not one of America’s 
greatest inventors (although he 
looked and sounded real 
enough), but actor Drew 
Wilson. 

For the past four years, the 
former Torrance art teacher 
has taken his Edison act to 
stages throughout the 
Southland. 

Noting the enthusiastic 
responses of audiences, last 
year Southern California 
Edison hired Wilson to portray 
the inventor at various schools 
in the area in honor of the 
company’s centennial 












celebration.

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Developer to help finance additional staff

A developer will help Upland 
finance a planner’s salary in 
order to quickly process its 
applications for a 500-acre 
project. 

The Pennhill Co. of Orange 
will reimburse the city about 
$6,000 — half the cost of hiring 
an associate planner through 
June, Planning Director Jeff 
Bloom said. 

Last week the City Council 
agreed to spend $12,000 on the 
position to aid in processing the 
San Antonio Lakes project. 

The staff member would also 
work the Planning Department’s 
counter and concentrate more 
on long-term planning. 


Ruptured 
sewer line 
to be fixed 


The Upland City Council has 
approved an emergency 
allocation of $50,000 to 
immediately repair a 60-year-old 
sewer line which ruptured, 
sending sewage into two nearby 
homes. 

The council allocated the 
money from its sewer utility 
reserve, which has $2 million 
saved for this purpose, City 
Engineer Fred Blanchard said. 

The line in the first alley east 
of Euclid Avenue, which runs 
between Arrow Highway and 
16th Street, was inspected with 
the city’s television cameras 
after the accident, Blanchard 
said. 

The camera pointed out more 
potential problems along the 
line, including broken sections 
of pipe and root intrusion, he 
pointed out in amemo. 

The city engineer said his 
department plans a long-term 
repair of the entire line after the 
emergency work is completed. 


“Those three items had all 
kind of cropped up at the same 
time,’ Bloom said, adding that 
he had asked for the additional 
planner in his 1987-88 budget 
request. 

When Pennhill made the offer 
of funding a position for the 
small but busy department, the 
city saw an innovative way to 
add the position sooner, he said. 

After planning for the project 
is done, the city will keep the 
planner on at about $30,000 a 
year, Bloom said. The 
department presently consists of 
himself, two associate planners 
and one assistant planner, he 
said.

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Board lacked jurisdiction 
to approve quarry in R.C.

The San Bernardino County 
Board of Supervisors did not 
have the jurisdiction to approve 
a quarry north of Rancho 
Cucamonga last August, City 
Attorney Jim Markman argued 
before a Superior Court judge 
recently. 

Judge Kenneth Ziebarth set a 
further hearing for April 24 in his 
Rancho Cucamonga courtroom. 

The city of Rancho 
Cucamonga is seeking a court 
order voiding the Board of 
Supervisors’ 3-2 vote allowing 
Fourth Street Rock Crusher to 
develop and operate a 485-acre 
sand and gravel quarry north of 
Highland Avenue between Haven 
and Etiwanda avenues. 

Markman told Ziebarth that in 
1984 the county repealed and did 
not properly replace a state- 
certified ordinance setting forth 
the public hearing process 
required for mining permits.

the eight public hearings held by 
the county during a 15-month 
period were not sanctioned by 
state law. 

Markman also argued that the 
supervisors’ action was vague, 
not backed by adequate 
findings, and did not sufficiently 
allow for the study of 
environmental impacts of two 
last-minute changes to the 
project. 

John Nolan, the attorney for 
Fourth Street Rock Crusher, said 
the state-certified public hearing 
process was in force when the 
supervisors approved the 
project. He also disputed that 
the documents approved by the 
board were vague or incomplete. 

“The knowledge of the 
supervisors as to what they were 
doing and what was proposed, 
that was complete,’’ Nolan told 
Ziebarth. ‘The action was in 
accordance with certified 
procedures.” 

Ziebarth agreed that the key

year, Bloom said. The 
department presently consists of 
himself, two associate planners 
and one assistant planner, he 
said. 

While no other local cities 
have used developer money to 
hire additional staff, planners 
said the practice is not 
uncommon. Some said it was 
not that different from hiring a 
consultant on a contract-basis 
and charging the developer. 

“It wouldn’t be any different 
than requiring an individual 
traffic analysis,” said Jack Lam, 
Rancho Cucamonga’s 
Community Development 
Director. “If the developer 
causes the need, they pay the 
city.” 

Both Rancho Cucamonga and 
Montclair have hired outside 
consultants in the past and 
charged the developer, planners 
said. 

Although Montclair put an 
extra city employee in charge of 
the Montclair Plaza building 
inspections at a cost to the 
developer, it managed to plan 
the project without additional 
staff, said Robert Clark, director 
of Community Development. 

Ontario City Planner Joyce 
Babicz said her city does not use 
developer money to pay for such 
planning services and warned 
that a possible conflict of 
interest could develop in that 
situation. 

“You hire anybody and you 
take developer money for it, 
they’re going to want you to 
spend all your time on it.” 

However, Babicz said Ontario 
could better afford to fund the 
planning services itself because 
its industrial and commercial 
projects usually bring money 
back into the city eventually.

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 


If you have one of the older jig saws 
you can convert pieces of broken 
bandsaw blades into jigsaw blades. 
Cut pieces into 6” lengths and trim 
the last few teeth off each end so 
blade will fit into the saw chuck. 
These blades are tough and 
extremely difficult to break. 

When your white glue in the squirt 
bottle becomes thick & stringy and 
you can no longer use it for glue, 
make wood filler out of it. Take a 
portion out of the glue bottle and 
mix 50/50 with saw dust from the 
wood you are working with. After 
mixing, press the mixture into the 
holes and cracks in the wood. After 
this filler has hardened you will be 
able to work it with a file or 
sandpaper. 

It is real handy to have a turn table 
to place your small pieces on for 
spraying. This turn table can be 
made from the turn table from an 
old TV table.

Q. I’m worried about our 11- 
year-old son because his school 
work is just average, and! havea 
feeling that he could do better. 
He never has been an 
outstanding student, but 
somehow | believe he is capabie 
of higher performance. 

Over the years his teachers 
have told me that he actually is 
working to his capacity, and just 
recently the school counselor 
has said the same thing. 

| have difficulty accepting 
those opinions, and that is why | 
am writing to you for yours. 

A. It is often so hard for 
parents to be objective and 
realistic about their own children 
because they seldom see them 
in situations where they can 
compare them with other 
youngsters. Teachers and 
counselors usually can. Another 
problem is that too often we 
view ourselves as “authorities” 
in education because we have 
had 12 or more years of it. 

| tend to believe that most 
teachers and counselors know 
their business, so it may be time 
for you to relax. 

It is important that parents 
correlate the “‘three A’s”’ of 
Achievement, Ability and 
Aspiration so far as their 
children are concerned. It 
sounds as though your son’s 
achievement and abililty are on 
the same level, and it is 
necessary to bring the 
aspirations you have for him in 
line with them. 

Periodic conversations that 
you arrange with his school 
counselors may be of value.

Q. We have our first baby, a 
wonderful little boy. Only one 
thing worries us about him — he 
touches all parts of his body, not 
often, but repeatedly, and 
without discrimination. Every 
part seems to interest his 
equally. 

He also is attracted by 
mobiles, colorful pictures, and 
musical sounds, but it is only 
the touching and feeling factor 
that concerns us. 

Should we be concerned, and 
if so, what should we do about 
it? We certainly don’t want to hit 
his hands, look angry, or yell at 
him.
